The familiar ‘Pan-American’ is 
a good example. Iraq's new gov- 
ernment has not yet affiliated 
with the United Arab Republic as 
originated, and ruled, by Egypt's 
Nasser. But in its first announce- 
ment of government, Iraq said it 
belongs to the ‘‘Arab Nation.”’ 
It clings to the idea of Pan- 
Arabia. ‘ | 

The Communists have not mere- 
ly endorsed this idea. They have 
supported Nasser with weapons 
and money. They have contrib- 
uted to the Communists in all 
possible countries in the Middle | 
East. They applaud the rebels of 
Iraq. But this is a typical Com- 
munist technique of riding any 
movement which seems likely to 
upset the status quo in the Mid- 
dle East—or in any other part of 
the world. They hope to be able 
to get a foothold. If they should, 
they quickly would get rid of the 
present Arab leadership, includ- 
ing Nasser. 

But it is important we under- 
stand that as of now the great 
emotional force of Arab national- | 
ism for Pan-Arabia is not Com- 
munist. The Commies support it 
for cynical, practical reasons. 

From this we can learn a lesson 
at home. 


Old Problem 


Our problem of race {is an old 
cne. It has improved slowly but 
steadily across the by-gone years, 
as the Negro citizens sought to 
live under the equal protection of 
the law in all public fields of na- 
tional life. The courts have ruled 
there can be no discrimination 
between citizens. 


It was inevitable that the Com- 
munist Party should do in our 
country exactly what they have 
done in the Middle East. They 
gave loud support to the court’s 
finding. 

But, all Americans, whether pro 
cr con with regard to that court 
decision, owe it to themselves to 
understand that it is not a Com- 
munist movement any more than 
is Nasser’s. We live in a time of 
complex problems and confusion. 
It does not make sense to de 
ceive and confuse ourselves, or 
permit others to do it for us. 
Whatever one may think or feel 
about it, it is not communism to 
aspire to the equal protection of 
the Constitution and the laws of 
our country. This aspiration on 
the part of the Negro citizenship 
would exist if there were no Rus- 
sia, just as Arab nationalism was 
in full cry in 1916 before there 
was a Communist revolution in 
the Czar’s Russia. 


| 
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Technique 
Whatever we may feel about it, 


or do about it, it is important to ‘. 


know that. It is a Communist 
technique to make a people dis- 
trust themselves, their govern- 
ment and their courts. That any 
of us in this nation, which is so 
determined to resist the evil of 
communism, should allow anger 
or prejudice to accept for a min- 
ute the preposterous, un-Amer- 
ican suggestion that court mem- 
bers are Communistic or influ- 
enced by Russia, as some of our 
more angry persons have charged, 
is unworthy of us. 


We can be angry, resentful, and 
we can seek to have the court de- 
cision reversed. We can have our 
representatives in Congress initi- 
ate counterlegislation. Any legal 
avenue is open to attack the 
court. But no person of common 
sense will harbor the Communist 
suggestion. It delights the Com- 
munists, of course, to have our 
more demagogic personalities so 
attack the court. Communism 
profits thereby. 


The way ahead, at home and in- 
ternationally, is going to be one 
of hardship, danger and trial of 
all that is best in us and our form 
of government. Loyalty to Amer- 
ica is a necessary ingredient of 
that future. We can thank God 
that communism does not attract 
more than a handful of Amer- 
cans. The Negro, for all the ef-

WASHINGTON (AP)—The Sen- 


ate Wednesday night passed, 71 to | 


0, a money bill carrying a little 


more than 40 billion dollars to run | 


the defense establishment during 
the current fiscal year. 

The measure now goes back to 
the House, which previously had 
voted about 38% billions to sup- 
port the armed services and re- 
lated services in the 12 months 
which started July 1. 

If the House does not accept 
the Senate figures—and it normal- 
ly does not on a money bill of 
this size—the measure will go to 
a conference committee to recon- 
cile differences. Any compromise 
version still will require approval 
by both branches of Congress. 


MORE MONEY 


Both the Senate and House voted 
more money for military manpow- 
er than President Eisenhower and 
the Pentagon sought. The aim was 
to forestall planned reductions in 
the strength of the Army, the Ma- 
rines, National Guard and re- 
serves. 

The administration, however, 
has indicated it might not spend 
all the money provided for these 
purposes. 

The bill already provided funds 
to maintain the Army’s strength 
at a minimum of 900,000, the 
Army reserve at 300,000 and the 
Marine Corps at 200,000. 

Nevertheless, the Senate amend- 
ed the bill to write those manpow- 
er floors into it. The committee 
itself provided that National 
Guard strength be maintained at 
not less than 400,000. 

CHANGED SLIGHTLY 

The amount which the Senate 
voted, $40,042,181,000, was changed 
only slightly from the recommen- 
dations of its Appropriations Com- 
mittee. 

Most of the approximately $1,- 
600,000,000 increase over the 
House bill would go for additional 
air power — long-range B52 jet

These are being liquidated through the Trust Company of 
Georgia on behalf of a Georgia woman who has been holding 
them even though they have not drawn interest since they came 


due in 1945. They had accumulated $6,000 in interest through 
1945. The state no longer issues bonds—though authorities do. 

State Auditor B. E. Thrasher Jr. explained that the state 
issued $10 million in bonds in 1838 to build a railroad from what 
is now Atlanta to Chattanooga. (The state still leases this right- 


of-way to the L&N Railroad.)

Georgia weather went on a rampage Wednesday 
afternoon with lightning splitting East Point power 
lines and a tornado knocking a Thomasville home off 


its foundation. 
Heavy rains stalled cars taking 


Atlanta area workers home. 

In East Point, bolts of light- 
ning snapped a main power line 
in three places on East Cleve- 
land avenue, interrupting service 
to approximately 200 homes for 
several hours. Police Sgt. R. E. 
Stanley said lightning struck the 
main line at 411 and 600 and 906 
East Cleveland at about 7:45 p.m. 
Partial service was resumed after 
about one hour, a power company 
spokesman said. 

MOVES HOUSE 

Mrs. Dave Griffin was thrown 
across a room of her house, two 
miles northeast of Thomasville, 
when a small tornado moved it 
approximately six feet from its 
foundation. In its 300-yard path, 


}the tornado uprooted trees and 


tossed a small building near the 
Griffin home about 250 yards. 


In other portions of Thomas- 
ville, traffic was blocked for sev- 
eral hours when a tree was blown 
across the Valdosta highway. And 
U.S. Highway 319 to Moultrie was 
blocked by flooding.

— The re- 
nomination of Gov. Orval E. Fau- 
bus to an almost unprecedented 
third term underscored the mas- 
sive resistance of Arkansans to 
federal efforts to enforce racial 
integration in the public schools. 

The governor’s success in Tues- 
day’s Democratic preferential pri- 
mary also was seen to raise seri-

House in its efforts to carry out 
the desegregation orders of the 
Supreme Court here and else- 
where in the South.

The record majority for Faubus 
left no doubt as to where the 
voters stood on President Ejisen- 
hower’s use of federal troops to 
keep the doors of Little Rock’s 
Central High School open to Ne- 
groes last year.

The new executive secretary of 
the Georgia Commission on Edu- 
cation Wednesday rehired three 
of the agency’s former employes 
and indicated future segregation 
promotional work would be con- 
fined to Georgia. 


Paul Stevenson, named by Gov. 
Griffin to replace T. V. Williams 
Jr. in the key commission job, 
said the agency would not con- 
tinue mailing of prosegregation 
material throughout the nation. 


Instead, Stevenson said efforts | 


of the commission will be con- 


centrated in the state. He said he. 


hopes to make extensive tse of 
radio and television and some 
paid advertising to promote seg- 
regation. 

Under Williams, the commission 
had built up a nationwide mail- 
ing list for disseminating various 
anti-integration literature. 

Stevenson also said the com- 
mission would sever ties with pri- 
vate segregation groups such as 
White Citizens Councils. But he 
declared the commission would 
cooperate fully with similar of- 
ficial agencies in other states. 

Gov. Griffin indicated some dis- 
agreement with Stevenson’s pro- 
posal to limit the commission’s 
widespread mailing activities. He 
said Stevenson may have meant 
that the mailing would have to be

Gov. Griffin demanded Wednesday that The Atlanta Constitution 
make apologies under Georgia's libel law. Editor Ralph McGill re- 
plied, ‘“‘We decline to do what the governor demands.”’ 


The governor issued a state- 
ment referring to an editorial 
which The Constitution reprinted 
July 9 from another newspaper. 
The reprinted editorial declared 
Griffin’s appointment of Roger 
Lawson to investigate his ad- 
ministration ‘‘strikes one as some- 
how farcical.” 

The editorial had appeared in 
the Rome News-Tribune. But The 
Constitution accidentally attribut- 
ed it to the Marietta Daily Jour- 
nal instead of the Rome news- 
paper. 

Declaring the editorial had 
never appeared in the Marietta 
Daily Journal, the governor de- 


imanded apologetic action under 


Georgia’s so-called honest error 
libel law. 

While regretting that the edi- 
torial was inadvertently credited 
to The Marietta Daily Journal in- 


stead of The Rome News-Tribune, 
McGill made it clear that the 
newspaper did not consider the 
editorial libelous and had “no 
intention of treating it as if it 
were libelous” by complying with 
Griffin’s demand.

Summit Meet Is 
A Sometime Thing 


The on-again, off-again summit meet- 
ingsappeared to be on again last night 
with drafting of notes by President Eisen- 
hower and Prime Minister Macmillan 
proposing a meeting in two weeks with- 
in the United Nations Security Council. 

It remains to be seen whether this will 
end the lengthy note writing which not 
only has confused the public but has de- 
stroyed most of its interest. It still has 
not been made clear whether Washing- 
ton is agreeing to a public trial on charges 
of aggression or whether we are asking 
for a full meeting of the Security Coun- 
cil on the whole Middle East problem. 

This weird demonstration of diplo- 
macy by heads of states is complicated 
further by Premier de Gaulle of France, 
who has been siding with Khrushchev in 
his demand that a meeting be held out- 
side the United Nations. Washington’s 
ponderous handling of the whole thing 
seems a typical bit of tailoring by Dulles, 
who really wants no summit meeting 
at all. 

And better no summit gathering than 
one into which the United States has 
been pressured by Moscow for the pur- 
pose of branding this country an aggres- 
sor before the world. Such an outcome 
which could lead to massive appeasement 
in which the Russians would dictate the 
terms would be disastrous. 

As for the Middle East itself, there 
is no doubt of our material motives there. 
The future of Western civilization itself 
is tied to the oil in that area. Under con- 
trol of Russia, it would become the means 
of destroying that civilization. 

But let it be noted we went into 
Lebanon and the British went into Jordan 
on the invitation of a legitimate govern- 
ment. Things had reached the point of no 
return, with the drift toward a situation 
in which war would have been inevit- 
able. 

We have told the Russians we do not 
intend to have them take over the Middlé 
East. We have told the Arabs that while 
we do not oppose their Pan-Arabic aspi- 
rations, we do not intend to have these, 
too, become a tool of Russia to use against 
the West. These are the real issues to be 
resolved at a summit meet. 

The road to peace is not through per- 
mitting Western interests to be nibbled 
away in various guises of imperialism 
directed from Moscow. Once this is thor- 
oughly understood—and our troops in 
Lebanon now provide the physical back- 
ing—a settlement within the United Na- 
tions might be possible.

Gov. Faubus’ Victory 
Leaves It Up to Him 


As was anticipated, Gov. Orval Faubus 
won renomination in Arkansas’ guber- 
natorial contest by a large majority. The 
Republicans will offer a candidate in No- 
vember but there are not many GOP 
voters in that state. Gov. Faubus will 
have his third term. 

History will show that this was the 
best thing, all factors being considered, 
which could happen. It was Gov. Faubus 
who, after asking for a presidential audi- 
ence, promised to comply with the Dis- 
trict Court instructions and didn’t. It 
was Gov. Faubus who met with Southern 
governors and accepted a compromise 
and then changed his mind. 

And in all the emotional reaction to 
federal troops in Little Rock, it gen- 
erally is overlooked that it was Gov. 
Faubus’ use of troops in circumventing 
a court order which made it necessary 
for the President: to sustain a federal 
court or allow defiance and anarchy to 
triumph over due process of law. 

The State of Arkansas had three 
cities in which similar voluntary agree- 
ments by the school board were in force 
and none had been obstructed by the 
governor. It was assumed, and charged, 
he made the Little Rock move to assure 
himself a third term. 

Gov. Faubus now has it. It will be 
up to him to solve the crisis he created. 
This, from the standpoint of the long 
view, is the way it should be.

The second still is pending and is of 
equal importance. It would bring about 
modernization of federal budgeting on the 
basis of annual accrued expenditures and 
annual review of appropriations. It would 
go a long way toward ending such ex- 
amples of waste as added costs of the Air 
Force Academy and extravagance in the 
missiles and space programs cited by the 
Senate the other day. 

Everybody seems to be in favor of the 
principle involved in the latter bill. In 
different forms it has passed the House 
and Senate previously by big majorities. 
It met a snag in the Senate this year 
over technicalities which appeared to 
change Senate rules. This apparently has 
now been ironed out. The Senate Appro- 
priations Committee has cleared it for 
passage. 

Final passage of these two bills before 
adjournment of Congress could result in 
major economies, without impairing 
services, estimated to run into billions. 
At a time when the President has had to 
ask for another huge extension in the 
national debt limit, such economies are 
in order, 


This Steel Price Hike 


Will Damage Economy 


Now and then it seems to many of 
those who, like all Americans, live and 
have their being by virtue of the free 
enterprise system, that some who profit 
most from it are hell-hent on destroy- 
ing it. 

The Armco Steel Corp. announcement 
of a steel price boost of approximately 
$4.50 a ton seems to us to come under 
that heading. Sen. Estes Kefauver, head 
of the Senate Antitrust and Monopoly 
Subcommittee, categorically describes 
the increase as “not justified.” He fur- 
ther states the price hike will do a lot 
of harm to the economic system. There 
isn’t any doubt but that it will. 

Any country far advancéd in indus- 
trialization depends upon steel. A steel 
raise goes all the way across the board, 
affecting not merely automobiles and 
home appliances, but every business, 
home and farm. It boosts the price of 
tractors, plows and other agricultural 
implements. This makes bread, meat, 
milk and vegetables cost more. 

Certainly steel is asking for. and 
making necessary government control. 
Public opinion will not too long accept 
capricious and willful price increases in 
this necessity. Nor should public opinion 
accept them. The national economy will, 
if arbitrary steps such as this continue, 
soon find itself with a national board 
to review proposed raises. It will have 
power to forbid, modify or accept. 

We don’t want any more control than 
is necessary. But the fact remains that 
many of those who profit most by the 
American competitive system seem hell- 
bent on its ultimate destruction.

Gen. Gavin Performs 
New Service to Nation 


Lt. Gen. James M. Gavin, one of this 
country’s greatest combat -soldiers and 
strategists, retired from the Army be- 
lieving he could be of more help out 
than in. 

His public finds are now being 
published in book and magazine form. 
They are, like Gavin, the combat soldier, 
direct. 

He charges that the “deception and 
duplicity” during former Defense Secre- 
tary Charlie Wilson’s terms in office 
placed this country in mortal danger. 
He concurs with the opinion of an un- 
identified chief of staff (unidentified for 
obvious reasons) that Secretary Wilson 
was “the most uninformed man and the 
most determined to remain so that has 
ever been defense secretary.” 

Gen. Gavin cites harmful lobbying 
by private industry and employment of 
hundreds of employes in the defense de- 
partment who lack competence in their 
jobs. As a result, he declares, the United 
States will not have the operational 
ballistic missile for three to five years 
while Russia already has them. In addi- 
tion, he charges, the defense department 
“slighted and neglected” the country’s 
ability to wage limited war. He said 
further that accent had been on “mas- 
sive retaliation” when it should have 
been concentrating on the tactical means 
to strike and win, swiftly and severely. 

We find ourselves concurring. Cer- 
tainly the image he gives us of former 
Secretary Wilson is the one which the 
nation had well before Gen. Gavin spoke. 
In his -reply, for example, Mr. Wilson 
sneers at Gavin and says he, Gavin, is 
merely trying to sell his book. This is 
a perfect example of the “Great-I-Am” 
arrogance which marked Mr. Wilson’s 
whole career in that office. 

The facts speak for themselves. They 
sustain Gen. Gavin, who has done the 
nation a service. The Congress would 
do well to investigate on the basis of 
what he has to say. |

Atlanta — The Middle East has 
been an area of intrigue, violence, 
insurrection and revolution for at 
least 1,000 years.

Let this oil pass into the hands of 
any power hostile to the Euro- 
pean nations and every wheel of 
their progress would stop unless 
the American continent could sup- 
ply the loss and at the same time 
keep our own wheels turning. 

Syria is but the stepping stone 
to the greater goal. Thus the 
world finds itself in an impasse 
because of the richness of the 
valleys of the Euphrates. Oil! 

Let’s hope that sending troops 
to the Middle East does not pre- 
cipitate World War III. 

In matters of this nature, let’s 
have the approval of the august 
body of the United States Con- 
gress instead of going over its 
head and forgetting that there is 
still a United Nations in exist- 
ence!

Surely Most Men 
Try To Live Right 


The well-known Columbia University profes- : 
sor of an earlier day, Dr. John Dewey, made this 


astringent comment: “Only a blind man would S 

deny that characteristic traits of present life are a mad scramble 
for material commodities, a devotion to attainment of external 
power and an insensate love of foolish luxuries and idle display.” 


Let me offer two observations 
regarding Dr. Dewey’s estimate 
of modern times. 

One, these things are not the 
exclusive characteristics of the 
twentieth century. They are to 
be found in all centuries. It is a 
sobering and healing thing to 
read history and to become con- 
versant with the minds, attitudes 
and behavior of men in each suc- 
ceeding generation, for it helps us 
to have a more candid approach 
to our own generation. 


Recently, when reading a his- 
tory of the Renaissance, a period 
which we commonly consider to 
have been one of universal en- 
lightenment and progress, I was 
surprised to learn of the evil be- 
havior in men of high and low 
estates. Their society was sat- 
urated with intrigue, malicious- 
ness and corruption. 


And if we read from Genesis, 
Isaiah, Thucydides, Josephus or 
the chronicles of human activi- 
ties in the intervening centuries, 
we become aware that evil long 
has been deeply intrenched in this 
world. It well may be that an 
awareness and concern for right- 
eous living nowadays makes evil, 
which some generations took for 
granted, more apparent to us. 

Two, sweeping condemnations 
of modern life usually focus 
sharply on the kinds of behavior 
Dr. Dewey singles out, but they 
fail in their generalizations to 
apreciate the fact of goodness, of

noble struggles toward righteous- 
ness and of valiant efforts on the 
part of most people to live worth- 
ily. I think the Overstreets are 
right when in their book, ‘‘The 
Mind Goes Forth,” they speak of 
“the amazing common decencies 
of most people” and “‘the simple 
fact that most people, most of 
the time, take the brunt of cir- 
cumstances without falling apart” 
and “given half a chance, are 
friendly rather than hostile’ and 
“would rather help than hurt.” 
Don’t sell short the doers of good 
works, those ordinary men and 
women who have dedicated their 
time, their talents and their ener- 
gies to the improvement of the 
lives of other men. 


But we are wishful thinkers if 
we turn completely from Dr. 
Dewey’s words. Let us accept the 
truth of his words. Our world is 
drenched in sin and desperately in 
need of a Saviour. 

But the healing blessings of God 
have come into the hearts and 
homes of communities of many 
men and through them His will 
is speaking persistently and con- 
vincingly. No matter how hard 
we try we cannot paint the pic- 
ture of modern life in only the 
colors of grey and black. 

Given the opportunity to make 
a sweeping appraisal, I would say 
that the efforts of most men are 
directed toward decent and 
righteous living. 


Congress Zooms 


Around Last Lap 


WASHINGTON—In some ways Congress is 


like a six-day bicycle race; it never looks good 
until the last few laps. Congress is now racing 
through its last lap for as early an adjournment in August as pos- 
sible and its record is looking increasingly good. 


If the Senate repairs the wreck- 
age which the House wrought on 
the administration’s mutual se- 
curity and foreign aid program~— 
and there is a better than even 
chance that it will—the accom- 
plishments of this Congress will 
in the end have proved to be con- 
siderable and constructive. 

This will mean a boost to the 
Democratic Party—which doesn’t 
seem to need much of a boost~— 
since the record will show that 
this Democratically controlled 
Congress responsibly has support- 
ed the President at critical points 
and that Lyndon Johnson’s leader- 
ship in the Senate has been the 
principal factor in making this 
possible. 

The record, which seems to me 
to justify these judgments, shapes 
up as follows: 

Defense Mobilization: The Pen- 
tagon reorganization plan, which 
some said had a shroud around it 
the day the President sent it to 
Congress, is now law. The Eisen- 
hower-McElroy requests were 90 
per cent approved. This is a vic- 
tory for the White House. 

Reciprocal Trade: The best ex- 
tension of..the Reciprocal Trade 
Act since its passage in the early 
"30s is in prospect. The House 
overwhelmingly voted a clean, 
five-year renewal. After the Sen- 
ate Finance Committee tore it 
apart and turned it into a non- 
reciprocal, non-trade act, Sen.

To Unfortunate Teen

Last Thursday, The @8nstitu- 
tion published her letter in the 
Teen-Age Mail column, under 
the head, ‘Mother's Promis- 
cuity Hurts Young Girl.’ That 
letter tugged at the heart 
strings of readers, who were 
quick to respond. Because of 
the tremendous interest in the 
girl's problem, The Constitution 
contacted Mrs. Dorothy Ricker, 
author of the Teen-Age Mail 
feature, at her Florida home 
for additional information. 

Mrs. Ricker revealed the rest 
of the heartbreaking story, a 
story with the final chapter still 
unwritten: 

“The girl’s letter originated 
fin Grand Rapids, Mich.,” Mrs. 
Ricker told The Constitution. 
“Because of the desperate na- 
ture of the problem, I sent my 
reply directly to the Grand 
Rapids Press. They published 
the letter promptly.” 

WROTE GRAND RAPIDS 


A few days later, Mrs. Ricker 
wrote the Grand Rapids Family 
Service Assn., and received a 
letter from Miss Alice Yonk- 
man, of that organization. The 
Family Service office was 

amped with offers of help 
ioe the girl, and appeals for 
her to contact the organization 
were made via the press. 

“I am sorry that the young 
on has not come in,” Miss 

onkman wrote. ‘Both, the 
Child Welfare Division of the 
Department of Public Welfare 
and we, have reviewed our files 
to see if we could get any clue 
to the girl's identity, but we 
cannot find anything that would 
give us a lead.” 

Other published appeals, from 
Mrs. Ricker and Michigan citi- 
zens, for the girl to make her- 
ge known, have been unan- 
ewered. 

“Perhaps she is afraid that 
her actions might cause her 
mother some difficulty, with 
the law or otherwise,” Mrs. 
‘Ricker observed. ‘‘My own frus- 
tration is indescribable because 
the girl has never come for- 
ward.” , 

THANKS GEORGIANS 

Mrs. Ricker expressed appre- 
ciation to Georgians for their 
interest, and observed’ that— 
“those replies really aren't so 
unusual. Isn't it wonderful how 
generous and considerate peo- 
ple can be when you touch the 
right ‘button’?” 

Most replies were offers to 
take the girl into their homes 
and families, sight unseen. The 
only reservation made was that 
she be Caucasian, and only two, 
out of nearly 400, mentioned 
that. Many of the letter-writers 
are obviously people of ade- 
quate means. Many went to 
great lengths to prove they can 
give the girl every advantage. 
An aeronautical engineer sent a 
complete statement of his ed- 


ave opened their hearts to an unfor- 
But chances are she’ll never 


ucation and cultural back- 
ground, (this wife's, too), plus 
financial details proving their 
ability to take care of the girl. 
Another man, 76 years old, 
wrote that he had two married 
children, but if the girl would 
come to live in his home, he 
would educate her and give her 
equal share with his children in 
his will. 


MANY CALLS— 


The Constitution also received 
dozens of phone calls, from el- 
derly citizens and from several 
teen-agers, all of whom wanted 
to contribute money on a week- 
ly or monthly basis, to provide 
the girl with a means of es- 
cape from her deplorable situa- 
tion. One teen club offered to 
launch fund-raising projects and 
donate the money to some agen- 
cy which could rescue the girl 
from her sordid home life. Oth- 
er teen-agers wanted to know: 
“Do you think it would help any 
if the girl knew she could come 
to Atlanta, and even if she had 
to live in an institution, we'd 
be her friends?’’ 

As Mrs. Ricker pointed out: 

“People are really wonderful 
—when one has an opportunity 
to look behind the calloused ex- 
terior of day-to-day living.”

Cabbage will be at last 
week’s level and lettuce quality 
and price will be attractive in 
most of the markets. Okra sup- 
plies are increasing and are 
pleasing .in price. Eggplant 
rates as a good buy. For va- 
riety, the food shopper will have 
choices between cauliflower, 
English peas, broccoli and ruta- 
bagas, at pleasing prices. 
REAL VALUES 

Now there are real values in 
fresh summer fruits, including 
Georgia peaches, watermelons 
and cantaloupes. In choosing 
those peaches, look for freedom 
from blemishes, fresh appear- 
ance, and a whitish or yellowish 
eolor. Be sure to buy now for 
canning or freezing if you want 
to prepare for winter.

There is a tendency in sports to overemphasize the role a man- 
ager plays. No one denies that a good manager will get more 
mileage out of a club than an inept pilot. However, a great man- 
ager can’t win a pennant with a lousy club. 

John McGraw, Casey Stengel and Connie Mack, combining 
their genius, couldn’t elevate the current Washington Senators into 
the first division. 

It is generally agreed that Stengel is a genius, but Casey never 
had a chance to prove it until he arrived at Yankee Stadium. 

In fact, the two managers matching wits in the World Series 
last year put in a combined total of 15 years in the second division 
as major league managers. 

Stengel logged nine seasons in the second division at Brook- 
lyn and Boston. His greatest claim to fame under the big tent 
was a fifth-place finish. 

Fred Haney, who led Milwaukee to the world championship, 
has the worst overall record of any pilot now active in the majors. 

Saddled with so-called big league clubs in St. Louis ‘Browns) 
and Pittsburgh, Haney wound up last on four occasions. His major 
achievement before reaching Milwaukee was a sixth-place club 
in St. Louis. 

No amount of strategy and dugout brains can offset the lack 
of talent. 3 


—A Different Jockey Doesn't Win On a Mule 


Stengel and Haney are excellent managers, but they didn’t win 
without the horses. There probably isn’t a manager in the Ameri- 
can League who could lose the pennant with the Yankees. It's 
doubtful whether many of Stengel’s rivals would open up a 14- 
game bulge, but.they’d win by a cozy margin. 

Changing managerial horses in mid-stream isn’t the answer 
In fact, I don’t think there’s ever been a club in the majors hich 
switched managers during the season and bagged a pennant. 

Few jobs provide less security. For example, Berdie Teb- 
betts and Alston, who were hired in 1954, are the residing deans 
in the National League. 

Three managers have been ousted this season, but none of the 
successors have operated above the .500 clip. 

When Jack Tighe got the boot, Detroit trailed the Yankees by 
12' games. Fiery Bill Norman inspired the reluctant Bengals for 

a spell, but they now trail by 19'2 lengths. 

When frantic Frank Lane discharged Bobby Bragan, Cleveland 
was a dozen games off the pace. The hapless Indians obviously 
weakened by Lane’s wheeling and dealing last winter, are now 16 
games behind the Yankees. True, Norman and Joe Gordon have 
slightly higher winning percentages.

Here are some things the new boater should know: 

In getting into a small boat, step carefully into the middle of 
the boat, bending low and steadying yourself on the pier. Don’t 


os Boating Safety! : 


step on the gunwales ‘upper sides) and don’t jump into the boat. 

Get in the boat first, then load your equipment. Distribute 
weight, including passengers, evenly. There should be a life pre- 
server for each passenger. 

Shove the boat away from the pier before starting the turn 
away from the dock, making certain the boat will be free and clear. 

Outboard motors have the convenience of power, fuel economy 
and low cost. The smart skipper will fasten his outboard motor 
to the transom with a chain or sturdy line. If the clamp slips, the 
motor will not be lost. 

Once under way, don’t speed around sharp turns in small 
boats. Keep your craft under control, and stay alert to spot other 
boats. swimmers or floating material. 

The skillful skipper, upon returning to the dock, comes in 
slowly, stops his motor to let the wind or tide drift him into the 
pier, and has fenders and a bow line ready.
